Barber entertained his hosts by re­ 
lating incidents of bis trip to Manilla 
and casually mentioned Mr. P. J. 
Moore, who was a fellow voyager on 
the steamer, and then remarked that 
Moore said he was an old acquaint­ 
ance of Mr. Sm ith. 
As Mr. Smith 
could remember no attorney by the 
name of Moore, he asked Mr. Barber 
for a description of him. and the de­ 
scription he gave was so vivid that 
Mr. Sm ith at once recognized in Mr.
